Constitution  of  1790. 

{ Parts  stricken  out  in  Italics.) 

I  ARTICLE  I. 

Sect.  I.  The  Legislative  power  of  this 
-ommonwealth  shall  be  vested  in  a  Gene- 
al  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Se- 
ate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Sect.  II.  The  Representatives  shall  be 
hosen  annually  by  the  citizens  of  the  city 
f  Philadelphia  and  of  each  county  respec- 
ively,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October. 

Sect.  III.  No  person  shall  be  a  Repre- 
entative  who  shall  not  have  attained  the 
ge  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have  been  a 
itizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three 
'ears  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the 
ast  year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  city  or 
'ounty  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen,  unless 
le  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  bu¬ 
siness  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 
No  person  residing  within  any  city ,  town 
ir  borough ,  which  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
separate  representation ,  shall  be  elected  a 
*  member  for  any  county ,  nor  shall  any 
verson  residing  without  the  limits  of  any 
such  city ,  town  or  borough ,  be  elected  a 
member  thereof. 

Sect.  IV.  Within  three  years  after  the 
first  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
within  every  subsequent  term  of  seven 
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ARTICLE  I. 

Sect.  I.  The  Legislative  power  of  this 
Commonwealth  shall  be  vested  in  a  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Se¬ 
nate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Sect.  II.  The  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  annually  by  the  citizens  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  and  of  each  county  respec¬ 
tively,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October. 

Sect.  III.  No  person  shall  be  a  Repre¬ 
sentative  who  shall  not  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have  been  a 
citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three 
years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the 
last  year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  in  and  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen  a 
Representative ,  unless  he  shall  have  been 
absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State. 


Sect.  IV.  Within  three  years  after  the 
first  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
within  every  subsequent  term  of  seven 
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years,  an  enumeration  of  the  taxable  inha¬ 
bitants  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  directed  by  law.  The  number  of 
Representatives  shall  at  the  several  periods 
of  PHaking  such  enumeration,  be  fixed  by 
the  Legislature,  and  apportioned  among  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  several  coun¬ 
ties,  according  to  the  number  of  taxable  in¬ 
habitants  in  eada :  And  shall  never  be  less 
than  sixty  norS^aten  than  one  hundred. 
Each  county  s^(ph£SII  at  least  one  Repre¬ 
sentative,  but  no  county  hereafter  erected 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  separate  representation 
until  a  sufficient  number  of  taxable  inhabit¬ 
ants  shall  be  contained  within  it,  to  entitle 
them  to  one  Representative,  agreeably  to 
the  ratio  which  shall  then  be  established. 

Sect.  V.  The  Senators  shall  be  chosen 
for  four  years  by  the  citizens  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  and  of  the  several  counties  at  the  same 
time,  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same 
places  where  they  shall  vote  for  Represen¬ 
tatives. 

Sect.  VI.  The  number  of  Senators 
shall,  at  the  several  periods  of  making  the 
enumeration  before  mentioned,  be  fixed  by 
the  Legislature,  and  apportioned  among  the 
districts  formed  as  hereinafter  directed,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  number  of  taxable  inhabit¬ 
ants  in  each;  and  shall  never  be  less  than 
one-fourth,  nor  greater  than  one-third,  of 
the  number  of  Representatives. 

Sect.  VII.  The  Senators  shall  be  chosen 
in  districts,  to  be  formed  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture;  each  district  containing  such  a 
number  of  taxable  inhabitants  as  shall 
be  entitled  to  elect  not  more  than  four 
Senators;  when  a  district  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  two  or  more  counties,  they  shall 
be  adjoining;  neither  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  nor  any  county  shall  be  divided  in 
forming  a  district. 


Sect.  VIII.  No  person  shall  be  a  Sena¬ 
tor  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-five  years  and  have  been  a  citizen 
and  inhabitant  of  the  State  four  years  next 
before  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof 
an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he 
shall  be  chosen,  unless  he  shall  have  been 
absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State.

two ,  but  no  city  or  county  shall  be  en- 
tied  to  elect  more  than  four  Senator* 
when  a  district  shall  be  composed  of  two  ij 
more  counties,  they  shall  be  adjoining;  n  ■ 
ther  the  city  of  Philadelphia  nor  any  coun 
shall  be  divided  in  forming  a  district. 

Sect.  VIII.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senat 
who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twe 
ty-five  years  and  have  been  a  citizen  ai 
inhabitant  of  the  State  four  years  next  b 
fore  his  election,  and  the  last  year  there 
an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  1 
shall  be  chosen,  unless  he  shall  have  bee 
absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  Unite 
States  or  of  this  State;  and  no  person  elec 
ed  as  aforesaid  shall  hold  said  office  aft( 
he  shall  have  removed  from  such  distric

Sect.  IX.  Immediately  after  the  Se- 
ators  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence 
f  the  first  election ,  subsequent  to  the 
rst  enumeration ,  they  shall  be  divided 
y  lot ,  as  equally  as  may  be ,  into  four 
passes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the 
rst  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expira- 
on  of  the  first  year ,  of  the  second  class 
t  the  expiration  of  the  second  year ,  of 
ie  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
kird  year ,  and  of  the  fourth  class  at  the 
vpiration  of  the  fourth  year ;  so  that 
w-fourth  may  be  chosen  every  year. 


Sect.  X.  The  General  Assembly  shall 
-leet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  December ,  in 
very  year,  unless  sooner  convened  by  the 

governor. 

Sect.  XI.  Each  House  shall  choose  its 
ipeaker  and  other  officers;  and  the  Senate 
iall  also  choose  a  Speaker  pro  tempore, 
fhen  the  Speaker  shall  exercise  the  office 

f  Governor. 

:  Sect.  XII.  Each  House  shall  judge  of 
lie  qualifications  of  its  members.  Contest- 
d  elections  shall  be  determined  by  a  com- 
littee  to  be  selected,  formed  and  regulated 
1  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 
l  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a 
uorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  num¬ 
ber  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may 
p  authorized  by  law  to  compel  the  attend- 
ice  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner 
id  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  pro- 
ided. 

Sect.  XIII.  Each  House  may  determine 
ie  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its  mem- 
ers  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and  with  the 
oncurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member, 
ut  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause; 
nd  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary 
br  a  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  a  free 
tate. 

Sect.  XIV.  Each  House  shall  keep  a 
ournal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish  them 
veekly,  except  such  parts  as  may  require 
ecrecy:  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  mem- 
’ers  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of

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Sect.  IX.  The  Senators  who  may  be 
elected  at  the  first  General  Election  after 
the  adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the 
Constitution ,  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into 
three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators 
of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the 
expiration  of  the  first  year  ;  of  the  second 
class  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year  ; 
and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of 
the  third  year ;  so  that  thereafter  one- 
third  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators 
may  be  chosen  every  year.  The  Senators 
elected  before  the  amendments  to  the  Con¬ 
stitution  shall  be  adopted  shall  hold  their 
offices  during  the  terms  for  which  they 
shall  resjjectively  have  been  elected. 

Sect.  X.  The  General  Assembly  shall 
meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January ,  in 
every  year,  unless  sooner  convened  by  the 
Governor. 

Sect.  XI.  Each  House  shall  choose  its 
Speaker  and  other  officers;  and  the  Senate 
shall  also  choose  a  Speaker  pro  tempore, 
when  the  Speaker  shall  exercise  the  office 
of  Governor. 

Sect.  XII.  Each  House  shall  judge  of 
the  qualifications  of  its  members.  Contest¬ 
ed  elections  shall  be  determined  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  be  selected,  formed  and  regulated 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 
A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  num¬ 
ber  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may 
be  authorized  by  law  to  compel  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner 
and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  pro¬ 
vided. 

Sect.  XIII.  Each  House  may  determine 
the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its  mem¬ 
bers  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member, 
but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause; 
and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary 
for  a  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  a  free 
State. 

Sect.  XIV.  The  Legislature  shall  not 
have  power  to  enact  laws  annulling  the 
contract  of  marriage  in  any  case  where , 
by  law ,  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth 
are ,  or  hereafter  may  be,  empowered  to 
decree  a  divorce. 

Sect.  XV.  Each  House  shall  keep  a 
journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish  them 
weekly,  except  such  parts  as  may  require 
secrecy:  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of 
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any  two  of  them,  be  entered  on  the  jour¬ 
nals. 

Sect.  XV.  The  doors  of  each  House 
and  of  Committees  of  the  Whole  shall  be 
open,  unless  when  the  business  shall  be 
such  as  ought  to  be  kept  secret. 

Sect.  XVI.  Neither  House  shall,  with¬ 
out  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for 
more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that  in  wrhich  the  two  Houses 
shall  be  sitting. 

Sect.  XVII.  The  Senators  and  Represen¬ 
tatives  shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their 
services  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 
They  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felo¬ 
ny  and  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be 
privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  session  of  their  respective 
Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  same.  And  for  any  speech  or  debate  in 
either  House  they  shall  not  be  questioned 
in  any  other  place. 

Sect.  XVIII.  No  Senator  or  Representa¬ 
tive  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to 
any  civil  office  under  this  Commonwealth 
which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emo¬ 
luments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased 
during  such  time;  and  no  member  of  Con¬ 
gress  or  other  person  holding  any  office, 
(except  of  attorney  at  law  and  in  the  mi¬ 
litia)  under  the  United  States  or  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  shall  be  a  member  of  either 
House  during  his  continuance  in  Congress 
or  in  office. 

Sect.  XIX.  When  vacancies  happen  in 
either  House  the  Speaker  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

Sect.  XX.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue 
shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amend¬ 
ments  as  in  other  bills. 

Sect.  XXI.  No  money  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  treasury  but  in  consequence  of  ap¬ 
propriations  made  by  law. 

Sect.  XXII.  Every  bill  which  shall 
have  passed  both  Houses  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve  he  shall 
sign  it,  but  if  he  shall  not  approve  he  shall 
return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  House  in 
which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall 
enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  their  jour¬ 
nals  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after 
such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  that 
House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be 
sent  with  the  objections  to  the  other  House, 
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any  two  of  them,  be  entered  on  the  jou 
nals. 

Sect.  XVI.  The  doors  of  each  Hou 
and  of  Committees  of  the  Whole  shall  l 
open,  unless  when  the  business  shall 
such  as  ought  to  be  kept  secret. 
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out  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  f 
more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  oth? 
place  than  that  in  which  the  two  Housk 
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the  same.  And  for  any  speech  or  debate  i 
either  House  they  shall  not  be  questions 
in  any  other  place. 

Sect.  XIX.  No  Senator  or  Represent! 
tive  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  1 
shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed 
any  civil  office  under  this  Commonweal 
which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  em> 
luments  of  which  shall  have  been  increase 
during  such  time;  and  no  member  of  Coi 
gress  or  other  person  holding  any  offic 
(except  of  attorney  at  law  and  in  the  m 
litia)  under  the  United  States  or  this  Con 
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House  during  his  continuance  in  Congre 
or  in  office. 

Sect.  XX.  Wffien  vacancies  happen  j , 
either  House  the  Speaker  shall  issue  writs  < 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

Sect.  XXI.  All  bills  for  raising  reveni 
shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Represent; 
tives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amen< 
ments  as  in  other  bills. 

Sect.  XXII.  No  money  shall  be  draw 
from  the  treasury  but  in  consequence  of  aj 
propriations  made  by  law. 
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have  passed  both  Houses  shall  be  presente 
to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve  he  sha 
sign  it,  but  if  he  shall  not  approve  he  sha 
return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  House  i 
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which  likewise  it  shall  be  reconsidered, 
i  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  House, 
ihall  be  a  law.

,  by  their  adjournment,  prevented  its  re¬ 
in,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law,  unless 
it  back  within  three  days  after  their  next 
eting. 

Sect.  XXIII.  Every  order,  resolution  or 
e  to  which  the  concurrence  of  both 
buses  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a 
nstion  of  adjournment)  shall  be  presented 
i  the  Governor,  and  before  it  shall  take 
iict,  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  dis- 
aroved,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds 
i  both  Houses  according  to  the  rules  and 
iiitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a  bill. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Sect.  I.  The  Supreme  Executive  power 
this  Commonwealth  shall  be  vested  in  a 
overnor. 

Sect.  II.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen 
i  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  by  the 
tizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  the  places 
here  they  shall  respectively  vote  for  Re- 
'esentatives.  The  returns  of  every  elec- 
an  for  Governor  shall  be  sealed  up  and 
ansmitted  to  the  seat  of  government,  di- 
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by  which  likewise  it  shall  be  reconsidered, 
and  if  approved  by7  two-thirds  of  that  House, 
it  shall  be  a  law.  But  in  such  cases  the 
votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  per¬ 
sons  voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journals  of  each  House  re¬ 
spectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
by  the  Governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented 
to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if 
he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly,  by  their  adjournment,  prevented  its  re¬ 
turn,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law,  unless 
sent  back  within  three  days  after  their  next 
meeting. 

Sect.  XXIV.  Every  order,  resolution  or 
vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  both 
Houses  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a 
question  of  adjournment)  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Governor,  and  before  it  shall  take 
effect,  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  dis¬ 
approved,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds 
of  both  Houses  according  to  the  rules  and 
limitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a  bill. 

Sect.  XXV.  No  corporate  body  shall 
be  hereafter  created ,  renewed  or  extended 
with  banking  or  discounting  privileges , 
without  six  months’  previous  public  no¬ 
tice  of  the  application  for  the  same  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  jirescribed  by 
law.  Nor  shall  any  charter  for  the  pur  - 
poses  aforesaid ,  be  granted  for  a  longer 
period  than  twenty  years ,  and  every  such 
charter  shall  contain  a  clause  reserving 
to  the  Legislature  the  power  to  alter ,  re¬ 
voke  or  annul  the  same ,  whenever  in  their 
opinion  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  Commonwealth ,  in  such  man¬ 
ner ,  however ,  that  no  injustice  shall  be 
done  to  the  corporators.  No  law  hereafter 
enacted ,  shall  create ,  renew ,  or  extend  the 
charter  of  more  than  one  corporation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sect.  I.  The  Supreme  Executive  power 
of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Governor. 

Sect.  II.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  by  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  the  places 
where  they  shall  respectively  vote  for  Re¬ 
presentatives.  The  returns  of  every  elec¬ 
tion  for  Governor  shall  be  sealed  up  and 
transmitted  to  the  seat  of  government,  di- 
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rected  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  who 
shall  open  and  publish  them  in  the  presence 
of  the  members  of  both  Houses  of  the  Le¬ 
gislature.  The  person  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  Governor.  But  if 
two  or  more  shall  be  equal  and  highest  in 
votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Gover¬ 
nor  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  members  of  both 
Houses.  Contested  elections  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  a  committee  to  be  selected  from 
both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  formed 
and  regulated  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
directed  by  law. 

Sect.  III.  The  Governor  shall  hold  his 
office  during  three  years  from  the  third 
Tuesday  of  December  next  ensuing  his 
election,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding 
it  longer  than  nine  in  any  term  of  twelve 
years. 

Sect.  IV.  He  shall  be  at  least  thirty 
years  of  age,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  an 
inhabitant  of  this  State  seven  years  next  be¬ 
fore  his  election;  unless  he  shall  have  been 
absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sect.  V.  No  member  of  Congress  or 
person  holding  any  office  under  the  United 
States  or  this  State,  shall  exercise  the  office 
of  Governor. 

Sect.  VI.  The  Governor  shall  at  stated 
times  receive  for  his  services,  a  compen¬ 
sation,  which  shall  be  neither  increased  nor 
diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected. 

Sect.  VII.  He  shall  be  commander-in¬ 
chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  they 
shall  be  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the 
United  States.

to  alter,  reform,  or  abolish  their  government,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  propel  j 

Sect.  III.  That  all  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to  worship  Almighty  Gi 
according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences;  that  no  man  can,  of  right,  be  coil 
pelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  ministl 
against  his  consent;  that  no  human  authority  can,  in  any  case  whatever,  control  or  intc  l 
fere  with  the  rights  of  conscience;  and  that  no  preference  shall  ever  be  given,  by  law,  i 
any  religious  establishments  or  modes  of  worship. 

Sect.  IV.  That  no  person  who  acknowledges  the  being  of  a  God  and  a  future  state  I 
rewards  and  punishments,  shall,  on  account  of  his  religious  sentiments,  be  disqualified  1 
hold  any  office  or  place  of  trust  or  profit  under  this  Commonwealth.

and  opinions  is  one  of  the  invaluable  rights  of  man;  and  every  citizen  may  freely  speal 
write  and  print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty.  In  pros  j 
cutions  for  the  publication  of  papers,  investigating  the  official  conduct  of  officers,  or  mil 
in  a  public  capacity,  or  where  the  matter  published  is  proper  for  public  information,  tl  j 
truth  thereof  may  be  given  in  evidence;  and,  in  all  indictments  for  libels,  the  jury  sh:  I 
have  a  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  as 
other  cases.

the  Constitution,  shall  expire  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  1 
two:  the  first  half  to  embrace  those  whose  commissions  shall  bear  the  oldest  date.  The  commissions  ( 
the  remaining  judges  who  shall  not  have  held  their  offices  for  ten  years  at  the  adoption  of  the  amendmeifcf 
the  Constitution,  shall  expire  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  February  next  after  the  end  of  ten  years  froi: 
date  of  their  commissions. 

VIII.  The  recorders  of  the  several  mayors’  courts,  and  other  criminal  courts  in  this  Commonwealth, 
be  appointed  for  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  president  judges  of  the  several  judicial  disti 
of  those  now  in  office,  the  commission  oldest  in  date  shall  expire  on  the-  twenty-seventh  day  of  February 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  the  others  every  two  years  thereafter  according  to  their  respe 
dates:  those  oldest  in  date  expiring  first. 

IX.  The  Legislature,  at  its  first  session  under  the  amended  Constitution,  shall  divide  the  other  associate  ju 
of  the  State  into  four  classes.  The  commissions  of  those  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  on  the  twenty-sevi 
day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty:  of  those  of  the  second  class  on  the  twenty-seventh  d 
February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one  :  of  those  of  the  third  class  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  Febri 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two :  and  of  those  of  the  fourth  class  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  Febri 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three.  The  said  classes,  from  the  first  to  the  fourth,  shall  be  arranged  accoi 
to  the  seniority  of  the  commissions  of  the  several  judges. 

X.  Prothonotaries,  clerks  of  the  several  courts,  (except  of  the  supreme  court,)  recorders  of  deeds  and  r  { 
ters  of  wills,  shall  be  first  elected  under  the  amended  Constitution,  at  the  election  of  Representatives  ir 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

XI.  The  appointing  power  shall  remain  as  heretofore,  and  all  officers  in  the  appointment  of  the  execil 
department  shall  continue  in  the  exercise  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  until  the  Legislature  t! 
pass  such  laws  as  may  be  required  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  sixth  article  of  the  amended  Constitution  I 
until  appointments  shall  be  made  under  such  laws;  unless  their  commissions  shall  be  superseded  by  ne\fi 
pointments,  or  shall  sooner  expire  by  their  own  limitations,  or  the  said  offices  shall  become  vacant  by  dea 
resignation,  and  such  laws  shall  be  enacted  by  the  first  Legislature  under  the  amended  Constitution. 

XII.  The  first  election  for  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  held  in  the  year  eighteen  hundrec 
forty,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  election  of  constables.  The  Legislature,  at  its  first  session  under  the  a  me 
Constitution,  shall  provide  for  the  said  election,  and  for  subsequent  similar  elections.  The  aldermen  and 
tices  of  the  peace  now  in  commission,  or  who  may  in  the  interim  be  appointed,  shall  continue  to  dischg 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  until  fifteen  days  after  the  day  which  shall  be  fixed  bylaw  for  the  issi 
of  new  commissions,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  their  commissions  shall  expire.
